he ARRL Technology Task Force wants to hear from hams with ideas and pro 

posals for new technology to carry Amateur Radio into the next century. The 

ARRL Board of Directors created the Task Force and the companion Technology 
Working Group last January, and ARRL President Rod Stafford, W6ROD, has appointed 
a number of leading amateurs to serve on both panels. The Task Force and the Working 
Group will work hand-in-hand to identify, evaluate, and promote the most promising 
21st Century technologies for Amateur Radio. 

The Task Force consists of members of the ARRL Board family and the Headquar- 
ters staff. Chairing the Task Force is ARRL First Vice President Steve Mendelsohn, 
W2ML. Other TTF members are Roanoke Vice Director Dennis Bodson, W4PWF; 
Hudson Director Frank Fallon, N2FF; New England Director Tom Frenaye, K1 KI; South- 
western Vice Director Art Goddard, W6XD; Pacific Director-elect (and current Vice 
Director) Jim Maxwell, W6CF; International Affairs Vice President Larry Price, W4RA; 
and Rocky Mountain Director Walt Stinson, WOCP. 

The Technology Working Group will evaluate technical proposals and make recom- 
mendations to the Technology Task Force, which, in turn, will make specific policy 
proposals to the ARRL Board of Directors. 

The Working group is an expert panel selected from among League members repre- 
senting a broad spectrum of Amateur Radio interests and activities. Chairing the Work- 
ing Group is CQ Editor Rich Moseson, W2VU. Other members are AMSAT-NA Presi- 
dent Keith Baker, KB1SF; Peter Coffee, AC6EN; Mike Cook, AF9Y; Gene McGahey, 
NRONR; ARRL Technical Relations Manager Paul Rinaldo, W4RI; Dennis Silage, K3DS, 
and QEX Editor Doug Smith, KF6DX. 

ARRL Laboratory Supervisor Ed Hare, W1RFI, will serve as ARRL HQ staff liaison to 
both committees. 

The Task Force invites information and concepts on a wide range of technologies 

with the potential to improve Amateur Radio and to promote what the FCC calls ‘’con- 
tinuation and extension of the amateur’s proven ability to contribute to the advancement 
of the radio art.” The Task Force invites the submission of ideas and proposals from all 
parts of the amateur community, and will use the input to help formulate League policy 
recommendations on a wide range of technical issues.

Other Amateurs monitored these signals and attempts were made to contact the FCC 
and the ARRL Official Observer program, albeit, after hours or over the weekend. The 
alleged MW Incursion into the Amateur bands continued on after the awards ceremony 
on Saurday and Sunday, as the crew disassembled the equiprnert and the stage set. 

Several emails have been sent to contacts at MTV asking for MTV’s side of the 
story; however, MTV has not responded to any of our inquiries. 

The FCC parcels out the radio spectrum in pieces to different kinds of uses. For 
example there is spectrum allocated to bbroadcasters, to public safety agencies, to gov- 
ernment agencies, to commercial uses, to cellular phones, and even to video producers. 
From time to time, some users intrude intentionally or unintentioally on frequencies 
allocated to another communicatons service. For this reason, many radio services moni- 
tor their spectrum allocations to locate improper use of their frequencies. For example 
FM radio broatdcasters monitor for and locate “pirate radio” stations that broadcast 
without a license. To a trained transrnitter hunter a transmitter is almost as easy to 
locate as a flashlight turned on inside a darkened room. The Amateur Radio Service 
maintains a team of volunteer radio monitors. known as Official Observers, as part of a 
program operated by the American Radio Relay League.

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MTV Allegedly Used 


Amateur Radio Frequencies 
Reported by Ed Mitchell, KF7VY 


TV, the popular rnusic video cable television channel, reportedly made use of 

Amateur Rado frequencies during its recent September 9, 1999 MTV Video 

Music Awards presentaton, telecast live fnom Lincoln Center in New York. 
According to reports received from several Amateur Radio operators the MTV produc- 
tion crew allegedly used a total of 16 radio frequencies in the 438 to 441 Mhz range. By 
FCC regulations, the Amateur frequencies may not be used for commercial purposes. 
According to Thomas Tumino, N2YTF, a law student at Fordharn University, next door 
to Lincoln Center, he noticed the MTV crew communications on his handheld radio. 
Curious, he used a frequency sniffer to look for production radio frequencies across a 
broad swath of spectrum, but found MTV crew communications, only wthin the Ama- 
teur frequencies, ruling out that irtermodulation was creating phantom signals. 

Another Amateur, Nelson Suarez, KC2CVW, who lives nearby, started hearing the 
production crew communications 4 days prior to the telecast during stage and equipment 
setup. According to Nelson, he went directly to the MTV production crew and asked to 
speak to the person in charge of radio communications. He was directed to Someone who 
identified himself as “Chris”. “Chris” insisted that they had a license to use these radio 
frequencies. When “Chris” was questioned about the use of Amateur frequencies for 
commercial operations,”’Chris” then claimed to have a ham license. 

The radios seen in use by the crew were Motorola HT-1000 handhelds, a 1 to 4 watt 
output HToperating on simplex frequencies. The UHF version of the HT-1000 is pro- 
duced in a version that is programmable mm 403 Mhz to 470Mhz, which includes the 
Amateur 420 to 450Mhz band. 

To rule out the possibility of intenmodulation or other mixing scenarios, KC2CVW, 
and Peter Zizza, KC2CDC, used commercial grade radio equipment and a scope to 
examine the radio signals, the continuous tone code squelch tone systems in use and 
other signal parameters.

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W3Cl Trades Fine for 
long-term Suspension 
acing a hefty fine in a malicious in 
terference case, Amateur Extra lic 
ensee Kornwell H. Chan, W3CL, of 
Dresher, Pennsylvania, has cut a deal with 
the FCC to suspend his license for four 
years, effective immediately, in exchange 
for not having to pay up. 
Earlier this year, Chan and Technician lic- 
ensee Michael E. Gallagher, KB1DTA (ex- 
KB3DHX), of W Concord, Massachusetts, 
each received $7500 fines from the FCC in 
connection with malicious interference to 
the Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club VHF and 
UHF repeaters. Following up on complaints 
from the Phil-Mont club, FCC personnel 
monitored interfering signals which in- 
cluded transmissions of classical music and 
a person talking with a disguised voice. In 
February, FCC personnel using direction- 
finding gear tracked the signal to a vehicle 
occupied by Chan and Gallagher and 
equipped with amateur gear. 
Chan subsequently negotiated with the FCC 
to give up his Extra ticket until 2003 in- 
stead of paying the $7500 fine if there are 
no violations of the suspension agreement. 
FCC Legal Adviser for Enforcement Riley 
Hollingsworth, K4ZDH, told the ARRL that 
Chan “was cooperative and helped the 
Commission with information regarding 
the jamming.” Under the agreement, 
Chan’s license will be suspended until Sep- 
tember 1, 2003. 
In a letter this week, Hollingsworth re- 
minded Chan that, during the suspension, 
he would have no authority to operate 
Amateur Radio equipment and will have 
to be on his best behavior. Specifically, he 
cautioned Chan about any efforts at retali-

about his radio operation in the first place. 
Hollingsworth cautioned Chan that “any 
such incidents of retaliation for which you 
are directly or indirectly responsible will 
nullify this agreement, and will jeopardize 
your Amateur Radio license.” 

No similar deal is in the works for 
Gallagher. The FCC had cited Chan and 
Gallagher for failing to operate “in accor- 
dance with good amateur practice,” failing 
to identify as required, transmitting music 
on amateur frequencies, and willfully im- 
peding legitimate amateur communica- 
tions.
